Claims 1 and 3-27 are allowed. 

1 . The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior arts of record fail to teach or suggest an interior plug and a shaft wherein the 
interior plug assembly includes an interior plug is adjacent the interior surface of the bottom of 
the gooseneck and wherein the passageway of the bottom port houses the shaft of the plug 
assembly. The plug assembly works in conjunction with a vacuum, wherein when the plunger 
moves upwardly, it creates a vacuum to pull the plug assembly upward, creating filling of molten 
metal. When the plunger, is push downward, the plug assembly seals the bottom intake port and 
molten metal is directed to the die casting machine. In addition, the prior arts of record fail to 
teach a plug assembly is a ball bearing and wherein the interior surface of the gooseneck 
assembly includes a recess adjacent the passageway of the bottom port wherein the recess houses 
the ball bearing when the ball bearing is in a lower position.
